SUMMARY OF BILL: Provides that unfair claim settlement practices do
not have to occur with frequency to be in violation of the law and removes the
sole enforcement authority from the Commissioner of Commerce and
Insurance. Under current law, such practices must occur with such frequency
as to indicate, in the opinion of the Commissioner, a general business
practice.
